-Often 
electrotypes will show fine line 
seam where the two halves 
were joined together. Use mag- 
nifying glass and check all parts 
the edge.

Now that cleaned that up, 
let clean some notes. you 
have crisp uncirculated and 
UNSIGNED note that discolored 
foxed, you can 
original brightness. 

The foxing brought about 
time and the oil cleaning com- 
pound used wiping the printing 
plate after each impression. 
shall, effect, bleach the note. 
However, the only thing that will 
rémoved from the note will 
the discoloration. The original 
printed design will not effected 
any way since printer’s ink can- 
not bleached. Written signa- 
tures and dates can bleached 
the method described 
later. 


For this bleaching operation, 
will need the following: pots, 
pans dishes capable holding 
quarts water each, Chlorox 
Purex, clean heavy white pa- 
per blotter, Kleenex and 
electric iron. Fill one pan with 
two quarts water, add two ta- 
blespoons bleach and stir. Fill 
the other pan with two quarts 
water and set aside. Into the wa- 
ter and bleach solution, immerse 
the foxed note edge first. Leave 
completely immersed for min- 
utes, 

Now, carefully remove the note 
from the bleach solution and im- 
merse the second pan 
Clear water. This clear water will 
act rinse. After minutes 

the soaking, remove and place the 


note piece clean, heavy 
white paper blotter. With 
crumpled Kleenex, carefully blot 
away the excess water. Plug the 
electric iron, set low tem- 
perature, spread Kleenex over 
the wet. note and you are ready 
iron the note. 


Carefully move the iron over 
the entire surface the note. 
the note becomes dry, after ap- 
proximately one minute ironing, 
will have tendency curl. 
This good place stop the 
ironing. Pick the note, place 
between the pages heavy 
book, and set aside for six hours 
more. The previously stained 
foxed note should now 
bright and white the day was 
printed.
